The Maharashtra Regional and Town Planning Act, 1966 

No. TPS-1517/669/CR-312/2017/UD-9-Whereas, the Government in Urban Development Department 
vide Notification No. TPS-1084/5060/CR-637/84/I/UD-24, dated 16th June 1986 has sanctioned the 
Development Plan of Taloda City (hereinafter referred to as “the said Development Plan”) and the same 
has come into force with effect from 1st August 1986; 

and whereas, the Taloda Municipal Council is the Planning Authority for the said Development Plan 
(hereinafter referred to as "the said Planning Authority"); 

and whereas, in the said Development Plan lands bearing City Survey Nos. 680 to 684, 686 to 688, 
742 and 743 of Mouje Taloda (hereinafter referred to as "the said land") are reserved as Site No. 17 - 
"Library" (hereinafter referred to as "the said reservation"); 

and whereas, the said Planning Authority vide its General Body Resolution No. 249, dated 24th February 
2006 resolved to modify the said Development Plan thereby changing the nomenclature of the said reserved 
land as "Shopping Complex, Municipal Office and Library" (hereinafter referred to as "the said Modification") 
by carrying out a modification to the said Development Plan, by following all the legal formalities stipulated 
under Section 37 (1) of the Maharashtra Regional and Town Planning Act, 1966 (Mah. Act No. XXXVII of 
1966) (hereinafter referred to as "the said Act"), forwarded the proposal to Government for sanction vide 
letter dated 18th December 2008; 

and whereas, after making necessary enquiries and consulting the Director of Town Planning, 
Maharashtra State, Pune the Government is of the opinion that the proposed modification should be 
sanctioned with changes subject to certain conditions. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred on it under sub-section (2) of Section 37 of the 
said Act, the Government hereby, sanctions the proposed modification subject to certain conditions and for 
that purpose amends the aforesaid Notification, dated 16th June 1986. 
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In the Schedule of Modifications appended to the aforesaid Notification sanctioning the said Development 
Plan, the following new entry shall be added after the last entry- 

ENTRY 

"The Nomenclature of the reservation Site No. 17 is changed from "Library" to Municipal Office and 
Library", subject to condition mentioned below- 

Condition 1 The land bearing C. S. No. 743 is not included in the Modification Proposal as formalities in 
respect of land are not completed while submitting the said Modification proposal to 
Government. 

Condition 2.- The "No-objection Certificate" shall be obtained from Charity Commissioner by the Municipal 
Council. 

This Notification shall be kept open for inspection by the general public during office hours in the office 
of the Chief Officer, Taloda Municipal Council. 

This notification shall also be published on the Government's website www.maharashtra.gov.in

Whereas, the Director of Town Planning, Maharashtra State, Pune vide its Notification No. D.P Chalisgaon 
(IR.)/TPV-4/7783, dated 22nd December 1989 has sanctioned the Development Plan of Chalisgaon 
(hereinafter referred to as “the said Development Plan”) under Section 31(1) of the Maharashtra Regional 
and Town Planning Act, 1966 (Mah. Act No. XXXVII of 1966) (hereinafter referred to as “the said Act”) 
and the same has came into force with effect from 1st March 1990; 
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and whereas, in the said Development Plan, the land admeasuring 9532 sq. mtrs. from 
S. No. 308/1 (P.) of Chalisgaon is reserved for "Site No. 40- Playground" (hereinafter referred to as “the 
said Reservation”) for which Appropriate Authority is Municipal Council, Chalisgaon (hereinafter referred 
to as “the said Appropriate Authority”); 

and whereas, the land under said reservation has not been acquired by the said Appropriate 
Authority within Ten years from the date on which the said Development Plan came into force; 

and whereas, the owners of S. No. 308/1 (P.) (hereinafter referred to as "the said land") had served a 
Notice under Section 127 (1) of the said Act, on the said Appropriate Authority vide their letter, dated 15th 
December 2014; 

and whereas, the said Appropriate Authority, has not acquired or no steps as contemplated in the 
Section 127 (1) of the said Act, has commenced for its acquisition within the stipulated period from the 
receipt of the aforesaid notice; 

and whereas, Hon’ble High Court, Mumbai, Bench at Aurangabad in Writ Petition No. 2736/2016 field 
by the Owner of the said land vide its Order dated 17th April 2017 has held that the said Reservation on the 
said land stand lapsed and directed to notify the lapsing of the said Reservation on the said land under 
Section 127 (2) of the said Act; 

and whereas, in accordance with the provision of Section 127 (1) of the said Act, said Reservation 
pertaining to the said land has lapsed and it is accordingly expedient to notify such lapsing under Section 
127 (2) of the said Act; 

and whereas, the Government in Urban Development Department under Section 151 of the saidAct, 
vide Resolution No.TPS-1813/3211/CR-508/UD-13, dated 1st December 2016, has delegated the powers 
exercisable by it under Section 127 (2) of the said Act, in respect of Development Plans of all Municipal 
Councils / Nagar Panchayats and for the Development Plans undertaken by Zilla Parishad as a Planning 
Authority, to the Director of Town Planning, Maharashtra State, Pune. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers delegated by the Government, in respect of sub-section (2) 
of Section 127 of the said Act and of all other powers enabling it in that behalf, the Director of Town 
Planning, Maharashtra State, Pune hereby notifies that the said Reservation of "Site No.-40 Playground" is 
lapsed in respect of the said land (as specified in the Schedule below herein) and the said land shall 
become available to the land owners for the purpose of Development as otherwise, permissible in the 


case of adjacent land, under the said Development Plan.

No. NKDN/P.S.C./R.P. Nashik/Sect. 20 (3)/Mouze Mandsangvi, Gat No. 13/1/taluka Nashik/378/2018.- 
Whereas, the Government has sanctioned the Revised Regional Plan for Nashik District on dated 21st 
June 2013 (hereinafter referred to as “ the said Regional Plan”) under the provisions of Maharashtra 
Regional and Town Planning Act, 1966 (hereinafter referred to as “ the said Act”) and has come into force 
with effect from 16th September, 2013 And whereas, in the said Regional Plan, the land admeasuring 
about 16.37 hectare bearing Gat No. 13/1 of Mouze Mandsangvi, Taluka Nashik, District Nashik (hereinafter 
referred to as “ the said land”) is included in "Public/Semi-public Zone" (only for Sinhasta Purpose); 

and whereas, the Government vide Resolution No. TPS-1815/C.R. 49/15/UD-13, dated 6th May 2015 
and dated 4th January 2016 (hereinafter referred to as “the said Government Resolution”) has issued the 
directives under Section 154 of the said Act, regarding the procedure to be followed under Section 20 of 
the said Act, for making changes in the use of land in the areas of sanctioned Regional Plans, and for that 
purpose constituted “Proposal Scrutiny Committee”; 

and whereas; the “Proposal Scrutiny Committee” constituted under the said Government Resolution, 
is of the opinion that the said land shall be deleted from "Public/Semi-public Zone" (only for Sinhasta 
Purpose) and proposed to be included in Industrial Zone, and accordingly it is necessary to modify the 
said Regional Plan (hereinafter referred to as “ the said modification”) in accordance with the provisions of 
sub-section (2) of Section 20 of the said Act, subject to the following conditions:- 

(1) It shall be binding to deposit the premium amount as mentioned in Government Resolution 
dated 4th January 2016. 

(2) It shall be binding to develop the said land as per the guidelines mentioned in said Government 
Resolution and Annexure with it. 

(3) While developing the said land it shall be binding to provide 15 per cent Amenity Space. 

(4) ' Applicant/Developer shall make necessary self contained arrangements to provide water supply, 

waste water treatment, solid waste disposal / Management while developing the said land and 
after development of the said land at his own cost. 

(5) It shall be necessary to develop the concept like Rainwater Harvesting, Water Recyling and 
Solar energy while developing the said land. 

(6) It shall be binding to Applicant/Developer to plant 250 trees per Hectare, while developing the 
land and plot holder of sanctioned layout to plant 5 trees per plot. This shall be verified at the 
time of final sanction to development. 

(7) It shall be binding to keep buffer zone of required width in said land, as residential use is 
permissible upto 1000 meters from gaothan boundary in second phase in surrounding area of 
said land. 

(8) It is necessary to procure 'No objection Certificate' from Irrigation Department regarding Canal 
passing through the said land. 

(9) It is necessary to procure No objection certificate from Railway Department regarding Railway 
line adjoining to the said land, and area of Railway line under modification should be verified. 

(10) The land is in the vicinity of Nashik Municipal Corporation and Mouje Mandsangvi goathan, 
taking into account the location of the said land, it is necessary to procure 'No-objection Certificate' 
from Pollution Control Board. 

(11) While developing the said land it shall be binding to provide 15 per cent Amenity Space and 
10 per cent Open Space is continuous, at one place, adjoining to the National Highway, easy to 
approach for parking, and it should be always open and in future whenever required for parking 
purpose, make it available free of cost to the Government. 

(12) The building line for residential purpose shall be 40 meters from the centre of road on the said 
land, but the land shall be use for Industrial Purpose, no construction is allowed within 50 
meters from the centre of road. 
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(13) It is necessary to procure prior permission from Public Works Department for erection of any 
advertisement board, for any industrial purpose on the said land. 

(14) It is necessary to procure separate permission from Public Works Department for any 
construction on the said land. 

(15) It is necessary to provide service road to the main road as per Government rules, and it is 
necessary to procure separate permission for approach road from main road. 

(16) It is necessary to procure permission from Municipal Council / Grampanchyat/Tahsil Office 
for said land. 

(17) In future, whenever the land required for road widening to the Government from the said land, 
the land should be handed over to the Government without any terms and condition and free of 
cost. The Bond / Affidavit on Rs. 100 stamp paper shall be given at the time of Building permission, 
for the same. 

(18) Rules regulation published by the Government time to time shall be binding to Applicant. 


(19) It shall be binding to sale layout Plots of the said land as per table given below -
